The Federal government has started a nation-wid^ 
farm housing survey to ascertain the potential demand 
for improved home facilities, the cost of providing 
them, the development of standard specifications 
adapted to the needs of various areas, and practical 
plans for financing improvements and new building.. 

It is generally known that there is a tremendous 
unfulfilled demand for new housing, in city as well as 
rural areas, due to the lack of building for five or s« 
years, and to the high rate of depreciation of existing 

structures.^^ the great stumbling blocks to building now 
i, that banks are unable to loan funds because of in- 
clastic laws, and the interest rates charged by other 
aeencics arc often so high as to discourage the prospec- 
tive builder. Both private and public agencies are now 
working on the financing problem to develop some 
plan whereby money can be made available for con- 
struction at reasonable interest rates, and still cam a 
fair profit. There is also hope that there will be sut- 
ficicnt change in the banking situation to permit a lit- 
tle more leeway in making building loans on the basis 
of an applicant's general , character and reputation, m- 
stead of on his liquid assets only. 

If a major building wave can be started, on the 
farms and in cities, one of the biggest steps toward re- 
covery and stability will have been taken. 4. 
' In the meantime, those who can build or repair 
now will be benefiting themselves and the nation by 
starting construction dollars rolling, for let us hope that 
never again can we buy or build as cheaply as today.

Rellonce 
upon God bears Immediate fruitage, 
for It Indeed vests- tHe reliant one 
With "an immediate fixed right" to 
enjoy tho bletBlngs from God's pow- 
er. This reliance la not too tranacen- 
dahul in Its adaplaUon or reallra- 
tlon at this present and In all time. 
Centuries ago Christ Jesus used a 
parabld to Illustrate tho value of the 
kingdom of heaven.

Dissolving Indebtedness

rS subject of debt looms large 
o« the mental horizon of today. 
Quite apart from the manifold 
questions bound up wltli the consid- 
eration of war debts, those ^d legs- 
dea of strife which so greatly con- 
cern the nations at this time, there 
remains the fact that many individu- 
als are facing a situation in which 
their iassets soem Inadequate to meet 
the liabilities theyx'have Incurred. 
Often, as a rcsu)^o( depreciated cur- 
rencies. theT,;««e the value of their 

' esslQsr 'continually diminishing, 

,^gin tct^-iuestlon the stability 
they once accepted aa a fixed stand- 
ard. ■ 

It la helpful to examine Jesus* 
utterances on debt in the light which 
Christian Science throws upon tbem. 
The first mention occurs In the 
.prayer which ho gave to his disciples 
V >• Jn response to their request that he 
should teach them to. pray. Tho 
Master's words, "Forfilve us our 
V debts, SB wo forgive our debtors," are 
wonderfully Illuminated by the spir- 
itual Interpretation which Mary 
Baiter Eddy has given them In "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key. to the 
Scriptures" (p. 17): "And Love is 
reflected in Jov€," 

Love, then. Is the primary Bolutlon 
of this question of debt — the love ot 
Sod for His children reflected by 
them to one another. Jesus evident- 
ly Baw the noM of amplifying this 
subject In a way that would be easily 
understood by his hearers, for he 
later expounded It by means of a 
parable. He told them of a servant 
who owed a vast sum which he was 
apparently unable to pay. At his 
earnest request, however, . his lord 
forgave him this debt. We read that 
this servant then .went out, and;flhdr 
fng a fellow servant who owed him a. 
compaMtlvely small' amount "took 
him by the throat, saying. Pay me 
that thou owest," And disregarding 
the debtor's plea for patience, he cast 
hlnl Into prison. Their lord, how.ever, 
became cognisant of the situation 
and withdrew his pardon, requiring 
the creditor to pay his own debt. 
It Is Interesting to notice that 
. . neither of these debtors protested his 
/'itnablllty to pay or asked for the 
■■ imount to be reduced. They both 
uprayed the creditor for patience. 
Ipromlsing to pay the full amount 
. ^Wlng. -In the first case it Is recorded 
that bis lord bad compassion on the 
servantl and forgave him bis debt; 
while la the second the creditor took 
his follQw servant b% the throat, or, 
meUphorlcally speaklngi.est^bllshed, 
lueh ','a BtranfEle hold'.Supon^'blm a^; 
>ti^Mndi>r It'lmposalbte for him to 
^^^i^tamseir.,; It U clear that the 
i^tal ;4ualUles of patlegoe ap4 eom- 
usion^extended to tia^; who Is la 
iflloultiM T«asaart^«id -help/lilm^to 
„ln hla.'fr«edom, while a' ttmel^aad

When we realize that all the lor* 
and devotion of which we are capabla 
we owe to God, who Is Love and the 
very sour^^o of all being, the meaning 
of the., parable becomes apparent 
Our obligations to God can be ful- 
filled only In the measure of our loi4 
and compassion for our fellow men. 
The mental "strangle' hold" *of ha-' 
tred, misunderstanding, envy, or 
pride expressed in our thought of oui 
brother will- binder him from giving 
us the appreciation which we believe 
to be due from him, and from re- 
storing that which he owes. If we 
fall to refiect the love of God to all 
about us. tho channels of our own 
capacity to give will become blocked 
with seiashneaa and Bolf-seeklng. 
Paul writes, "Owe no man any thing, 
but to love one another," and ChrlS' 
tlan Science teaches Its students that 
this debt of love, must be paid by 
each and all who would find the un- 
failing stream of spiritual supply. 

Primarily, then, what Is needed 
both by nations and by Individuals 
today- Is the compassionate under- 
standing which rofuBos to accept an 
erroneous viewpoint of either a debt- 
or or a creditor. We are all deb^ora 
to God. And as we begin to lay down 
our sense of personal possosalon, the 
tight grip which fastens on matter 
and material possoaslonB will become 
less stringent; and In the proportion 
that we entertain divine ideas 'the 
proper means of liquidating our ma- 
terial obligations will become .op;' 
parent. 

There Is great need of clarifying 
our thinking, ancl refusing to accept 
a mcsmerlis suggestion of annoyance 
or fear which would distort our view- 
point of one another. -Thought must 
be lifted to .perceive the infiiiltud^ of 
sptrltual ideas; 'whloti'dre.always at 
hand/to supply the human .requlre- 
nient. To Jraus the demand of the 
tax collector or the need of .the mult- 
itude presented no difflcultv/ because 
he knew so well the all-ombraelng 
nature of his Father's love. ^ He 'ob- 
tained what was necessary, bo con- 
scious was he of what Mrs, Eddy has 
called "the delflo law that supply In- 
varlablymoets demand" (Miscellane- 
ous Writings, p. 4S). But would thin 
have been the case had he allowed 
his thought 'to become clouded yfittx 
resentment tbward'any. of those, with 
whom he was assoclatodT 
, The patience and compasBlon so 
continually manifested by GhriBt 
Jesus are needed Today in, full meas- 
ure; and in addition to these the 
quality ot steadfast trust andasaur-^ 
anco that our Father will open to tta- 
the way to meet' our human obUft'a- 
tioi\f^ Mrs. Eddy has made the in- ! 
spired statement that "the right way ; 
wins the right of way, even: the vray 
of Truth and Love whereby all our 
debts are'patd»<manklnd;.blessed, and 
Ood ilorlfied" (Tha Flrat Ohureh of 
SclenUitt,:4nd. MLseellany. pv

MOST of us are familiar with the 
fact thnt the growing, child 
needs "all his stomach can hold" but. 
It may bo that ho needs even more 
than that This Is not as unreason- 
able a statement as It sounds. It 
simply means, as explained by Dr. 
Lydia J. Roberts of the University of 
Chicago, that a "child's digestive tract 
particularly during the ndttlesccnt 
years. Is too small to accommodate the 
large amounts. required to meet his en- 
ergy needs uniess consltlerable quanti- 
ties of concentrated foods ore pro* 
Tided. 

Among these concentrated foods she 
lists butter, cheese, eggs, milk, cream 
and peanut butter. So If you are ever 
tempted to 'servo a "dainty" mear to 
your 'tccn nge children remember this 
heed for concentrated foods— and 
don't ■" ■ 

It is especially. necessary that the 
high school boy who Is going out for 
athletics should have these concen- 
trated foods. Perhaps It muy seem 
the- results of disobeying proper diet 
rules are not as quickly noticed In. de- 
creased phyalcal.fltncss as are tho ef- 
fectfl of breaking other training rules 
such as those referring ttf the use of 
alcohol and tobacco, for example, but
